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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. With the above amendment, claims 1-45, 47-48, and 50-86 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the invention claimed by applicant. In particular, the prior art 
fails to suggest the method of delivering or the structure of an ophthalmic shunt with an 
elongate body, a front cutting edge, a shoulder surface, an enclosed tubular conduit or 
wicking member along the length of the body, wherein the shoulder surface seals the 
incision when the device is implanted, along with the other steps and limitations of the 
claims. The best prior art of record, US 4,521,210 to Wong, discloses an eye implant 
with a front cutting edge and corrugations in the surface of the implant, but does not 
disclose an enclosed conduit, wicking member, or implantation configuration as claimed 
by applicant.
